There have been self-righteous women, with 
bitter denunciations of the other women who suc- 
cumb to their weakness for finery, and even the 
men have t¢#ken a hand in the argument. 

Everybody seems .to be on one side or the 
other. It isn’t recorded that anyone has precisely 
agreed with the Judge in fixing a definite allow- 
ance for the wardrobe of the ayerage, woman. 

A generation azo you might have asked the 
cuestion and arrived at some uniformity of con- 
elusion. Most likely the entire woman world 
would have lifted hands in holy horror at the ex- 
travagance of the idea that a woman of moder- 
ate circumstances should spend $50 a month for 
clothes. 

Even now an affirmative conclusion is conceded 
not to be outside the bounds of possibility. It 
fe conceded as not utterly impossible to be fully 
clothed on as little as $50 a month. , 

But the trouble is the question has resolved 
iteelf into not “how much must,” but “how much 
does the average woman spend on dress?” “Is 
abe more extravagant than in former years, and 
if so, why?” 


Hunting an Average Woman 
Is Like Ancient Diogenes’ Job 


‘ow much does the average woman spend? 
H In order to get at a working hypothesis 
you've got to decide what is an average 
woman? Of course there is none. There ig one 
plane of equality when you come to coftsider that 
love of adornment which ts innate and common to 
us all. “Tho Colonel's lady and Judy O’Grady are 
Bisters undtr the skin” in that respect. But 
there are as many ways -of- expressing this im- 
, pulse as there are types of physiognomy and of 
‘charac‘er among women. In their infinite vari- 
ety there are some women so vain of their 
_ @atctity, their virtues, that they would not be 
Caught wearing a curl or a frill, tacitly. acknowl- 
edging the stress they place upon appearances.

So it simply depends on the woman how much 
money is spent, and you can’t arrive at a defini- 
tlon of what is the average woman. : 

There is another direction in which you (may 
get nearer a solution of the problem, “how much 
does the average woman spend on dress?” It is 
another common meeting ground, a failing we 
nearly all must plead guilty to, traceable too, per- 
haps, to the inborn laye of edgrnment our mother 
Eve endowed us with, 

Give the thriftiest of us credit for good in- 
tentions, but we nearly all spend more than we 
intend. Do we not? 

More than that, we nearly all spend as much as 
wo can. Some of’ us spend even more. One 
msiden confessed to me during this debate that 
she managed to get along on $600 a year, provid- 
ed she had an allowance of $300. Likewise, she 
could make $300 do if she was supplied with 
$150.

workers they have employed constantly devising 
new and altogether trresistible temptations for 
your already yielding passion for adornment— 
these influences are a mighty force arrayed 
against you which your native feminine instincts 
scarcely can hope to withstand. 

The ready-to-wear shops and departments alone 
are a quicksand to your resolution. You find 
‘creations by the wholesale, any of which is be- 
yond your most fanciful conception, all ready te 
try on, You catch a glimpse of ydurself in the 
mirror and you are doomed to surrender what- 
ever may be the price attached to the garment.

HEN you observe the wife of a $26-a-week

How does she manage to look so well on so 
little money? 

Acid critics would do well to turn their attention 
in that direction rathér than the increasing ex- 
travagance of women.

NEW YORK DETECTIVE KILLED 
IN FIGHT AT YACHT CLUBHOUSE 


Victim Was Recovering From 
Wound Suffered in Assassina- 
tion Attempt. 





OYSTER BAY, N. Y., Aug. 20.—Ge0rge | Fre 


Gostelli, a New York detective, was 
murdered early today in a fight with a 
crowd at the landing of the Seawanhaka 
Yacht Club’s boathouse here. 

Gostelli had been acting as keeper 
of the boathouse during the symmer 
while he was recuperating from a bullet 
wound. An attempt was made to as- 
sassinate him in New York last spring 
while he was arresting a man who was 
suspected of robbery. His assailant 
fled, leaving him for dead, and was not 
captured. 

Gostelli had had trouble all summer 
with a crowd of men who insisted on 
loitering about the boathouse, and a week 
ago he fought several of them single- 
handed, driving them away. Half a 
dozen of them went to the boathouse 
last night and Gostelli drove them away. 
They returned in a few minutes, one of 
them carrying a shotgun. Three shots 
were fired, two from the detective’s re- 
volver and one from the shotgun, Gos- 
telli fell dead on the wharf. 

Gostelll came to America several years 
ago from Denmark and was believed 
here to be a member of a noble family. 
A mgn who gave the name of Raffle 
Ciamcuella was arrested several hours 
after the shooting occurred.

Cites Rulings Where They 
Have Been Upheld by 
Civil Courts. 


A lawyer who collects a claim against 
the Government for an Indian is enti- 
tiled to half of the claim as his fee, ac- 
cording to a statement submitted by 
Judge Thomas B. Crews of St. Louls 
to Congressman Charles H. Burke, 
chairman of the committee which is In- 
vestigating the bribe charges made by 
Senator Gore in connection with the 
McMurray Indian contracts. 

Judge Crews’ firm, Crews & Cant- 
well, is interested in the enrollment of 


those who have been illegally excluded 


from the roster of freedmen of the 
Choctaw-Chickasaw Nation, 

He declares that the courts upheld one 
attorney who charged a client $9135 
merely for collecting a claim of $45,925 
in the Treasury Department; although 
the service “involved no difficult or in- 
tricate questions of law.” 

Is Not a Graft. 

The purpose of the statement, Judge 
Crews said, was to dissipate a popular 
opinion, which he believes has been 
spread erroneously, that all legal busi- 
ness connected with Indian affairs has a 
taint of graft. 

His letter to Congressman Burke is 
as follows: 

The firm of Crews & Cantwell, at- 


torneys-at-law, of St. Louls, repre- 
sents between 600 and 700 adult per- 
sons now on the Freedmen roll of the 
Choctaw-Chickasaw Nation, who 
claim to have been fiegally exclud- 
ed from the citizenship roll and who

are now seeking enrollment there- 
on and asking to be permitted to 
participate in the allotment and dis- 
tribution of the surplus unallotted 
lands. We ask that their claims be 
given due consideration before the 
sale or distribution of the segregat- 
ed and unallotted lands. 

In order that our position may be 
clearly defined, I desire to say that 
we are rendering services to people 
who are not on the citizenship roll, 
but who have been excluded, we be- 
lieve, illegally and wrongfully there- 
from. Without such services they 
must inevitably lose their right to 
share in this immense property em-* 
braced within the surplus lands of 
the nation. They are powerless to. 
protect themselves, both for want of 
money and for lack of ability to pre- 
sent their claims in proper shape. 

Demand Legal Services. 

The establishment of their rights 
demands legal services, as well as 
financial expenditure. It calls for a 
‘knowledge of and research into the 
treaties and laws of the United 
States with the Indian tribes, and 
the long line of legislation con- 
nected with Indian affairs. It calls 
for briefs, arguments and other pro- 
fessional services, in presenting such 
cases before the committees of Con- 
gress, the courts and the depart- 
ments of the Government. If these 
people are excluded they are deprived 
of their property. If they are ad- 
mitted, they gain it by reason of 
the services rendered. There scarce- 
ly can be a question that the at- 
torney who establishes the rights of 
these people is both legally and mor- 
ally entitled to just compensation. 
The consideration for his services is 
the obtaining of something by his 
efforts to which his client is en- 
titled, and which he otherwise would 
lose. 

7 Precedents Given. 

That contingent fees are not 
viewed unfavorably by the courts in 
meritorious cases is evidenced by 
many decisions of comparatively re- 
cent rendition. It was held in the 
case of Taylor vs. Bemis (110 U. &., 
42), a case in one of the depart- 
ments, that a contingent fee of 60 
per cent was not unreasonable. In 
that case the Court said: “The well 
known difficulties and delays in ob- 


taining payment of just claims which | 


are not within the ordinary course 
of procedure of the auditing offices 
of the Government justifies a liberal 
compensation in successful cases 
where none ig to be received In case 
of failure.” 

Any other rule would work much 
hardship in cases of creditors of 
small means, residing far from the 
seat of government, who can give 
neither money nor personal atten- 
tion to obtaining their rights. 

In this decision Justice Miller ap- 
proved and followed the decision of 
Justice Clifford in the case of Stan- 
ton vs. Embree, Admr. (93 U. 8. 548) 
in which case the Court approved a 
contingent fee of $9185 merely for 
collecting a claim in the Treasury 
Department of $45,925. The case in- 
volved no difficult or intricate ques- 
tions of law. In that case Justice 
Clifford said: “Professional services 
to prepare and advocate just claims 
for compensation are as legitimate 
arguing a case to convince a court or 
jury. Parties in such cases require 
advocates and the legal profession 
must have a right to accept such 
employment and to receive compensa- 
tion for their services.” 

No Law Violation. 

These decisions declare that such 
contracts are not in violation of law 
or public policy. 

Reported cases to that effect show 
that the proposition is one beyond 
legitimate controversy. 

Stanton vs. Embree, 93 P. 8. 544, 

Wylie vs. Coze, 15 How. 413. — 

Wright vs. Tebbetts, 91 U. 8. 252, 

It will be perceived that we are 
not acting on behalf of those now on 
the Indian roll. While the relation 
of the Government to the Indian has 
been that of guardian, generally 
speaking, we do not understand that 
at this time it is acting as such’ 
guardian for those whose rights we 
are contending. 

In fact, they have no guardian, 
They have been excluded both from 
the right to guardianship and the 
right to their property. 

Our position may be defined as 
analogous to that of an attorney who 
represents a minor whose rights to 
an estate are being denied by the 
guardian of other minors whose 
rights to the same estate have 
been recognized. We apprehend 
that contention will not be 
made against the propriety of 
proper legal services being rendered 
on behalf of one who is thus being 
denied his rights, nor against the 
right of compensation for services 
rendered in establishing such clatm., 

Right to Contract, 

We have undertaken these cases at 
the solicitation of the parties seek- 
ing the remedy, and we are asking 
only a fair consideration of the facts 
and the law. Ovr contracts are with 
those whose restrictions have been 
removed and who have legal right 
to contract with us, and who must 
contract with somebody if they ob- 
tain relief. 

We know of no provision of law 
which calls for the approval of such 
contracts by any department of the 
Government. On the contrary, as 


the rights of our clients are not being | 


recognized now, we take it that any 
request for such approval would be 
denied on the ground that the con- 
tracting parties are not unaer Goy- 
ernment supervision or restriction.

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THE TRUTH ABOUT PLAYS. 
Theatrical Manager Henry B. Harris, one of 
the leading producers of plays on the American 
stage, must be credited with a clear perception 
of the responsibility resting upon himself and his 
fellows as purveyors of dramatic entertainment. 
Says Mr. Harris: 

I believe firmly that the theater as an edu- 
cational medium must not be overlooked. 
Plays change the current of men’s lives, as 
well as the current of their thoughts, and it 
is such plays that live and endure. One good, 
strong, vital play will do more to arouse inter- 
est in the theater than a dozen meaning-. 
less, empty productions. The producing man- 
ager feels more real satisfaction in standing 
sponsor for a play with a purpose, even 
though it is net as big a box office winner as 
the light, vacuous comedies.

It impresses 
the audience with the fact that commercial- 
ism has not entirely eradicated the love of 
art for art’s sake. 

There is a note of hopeful promise in such an 
utterance, and belief in the sincerity of the views 
expressed is not forbidden by the speaker’s rec- 
ord, which includes the ‘production of many 
worthy plays and a consistent revelation of 
earnest purpose on the part of the producer. It 
is devoutly to be wished that other American 
play-producers similarly perceive the truth that 
it is their high duty to respect and foster the 
great art of which they are such important con- 
servators. It will be to their own best interests 
to see this truth and live up to it.

Now that Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont’s active liey- 
tenant, Miss Inez Milholland, and severa] other 
American woman’s rights women have taken 
part in a militant parade of London suffragettes, 
the beleaguered British may well tremble at the 
imminent prospect of a genuine war of independ- 
ence fought to a hot finish. 

We in this country have already learned 
through the medium of the redoubtable Oartic 
Nation, the full possibilities of militant woman- 
hood on the warpath, and, aggressive as the En- 
glish suffragettes have proved themselves thus 
far, the infusion of American blood into their 
ranks promises an even more strenuous teaching 
on the other side. The absolute fearlessness of 
the American woman, in any issue where mere 
man is her antagonist, a fearlessness born of 
many years of masculine meekness in this coun- 
try, will surely lead to a prosecution of-the wom- 
an suffrage movement in England along lines of 
orig not yet dreamed of by British woman- 


American masculinity cannot but extend its 
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tlemen”. by free, personal services to the younger 
generation.

A HUSBAND’S TYPICAL ORY. 

The concentrated grievances of many hus- 
bands are voiced in the piteous divorce petition 
of Domenico Adrini of Los Angeles, Cal., asking 
that at least a minor portion of his own earn- 
ings be allowed -him as permanent alimony in 
the event that a merciful judge shall grant him 
a legal separation. 

Under existing conditions, Mr. Adrini’s peti- 
tion sets forth, he is in a calamitous plight. His 
wife, who weights over 300 pounds, claims from 
him every cent of the $75 that constitutes his 
weekly wage. If, as has occasionally happened 
when he felt uncommonly high-spirited, he re- 
fuses to turn over the full amount in his pay 
envelope, she “wallops him with a piece of gar- 
den hose” until he makes a financial settlement 
to her liking. His health has been almost shat- 
tered by her militant methods, he declares. He 
is in sore need of at least a molety of the wage 
for which he works. 

Surely it would seem that poor Mr. Adrini’s 
cry should be heeded.

414 TONS AT ONE BROADSIDE. 


From the Lendon Illustrated News. 

The most dramatic incident of the gun-firing 
trials of the new Brazilian battleships, Minas 
Geraes and Sao Paulo, was the firing of an 
simultaneously, making a ter- 
rific discharge, the heaviest broadside ever fired, 
and an event unparalleled in the history of ball- 
istics. 

The fire turrets of the ship were all trained 
on the port beam, all the 10 guns being ‘given an 
elevation of seven degrees and loaded with a 
full charge of 285 pounds of cordite. The 10 12- 
inch guns, monster weapons 50 feet long, each 
discharged a shell of 850 pounds weight, making 
a total of 8500 pounds “weight of metal.” At 
the same time were fired the 11 4.7 guns mounted 
on the Sao Paulo’s broadside, each sending off a 
projectile weighing 45 pounds, and adding 495 
pounds to the discharge, making up & total broad- 
side fire amounting to 8995 pounds—a record dis- 
charge of destructive projectiles. These vessels 
mount, as light guns in addition, six 8-pounders 
on each broadside, which, fired in action, would 
bring up the total possible weight of metal fired 
from the ship to 9013 pounds. 

The most notable feature of the Minas Geraes 
is her superimposed turrets, and it is interesting 
to note that our newest Dreadnoughts of the 
Orion and Solossus type will carry guns so 
mounted. Zhe wings of the navigating bridge 
are removed for action, the boats discarded and 
davits swung back out of the way while the 


guns are being fired.

We know 
that large cities present few resources of the 
right kind, and none 50 obvious as the question- 
able dance halls, cheap theaters, vaudevilles and 
nickelodeons. The managers of such places are 
unfortunately better psychologists than the man- 
agers of those charitable and religious enter- 
prises which so hedge about their homes with 
restrictions that they repel the very girls they 


wish to attract..

Signboard Obstructs Sculptor’s 
View and Petition Asks 
for Its Removal.

PARIS, Aug. 10.—M. Rodin, the famous sculptor, 
has been robbed of his landscape. It is not a 
work of art composed by himself, but a beautiful 
view made by the hand of nature round his 
villa at Meudon-Clamart. The spot which he had 
chosen for his residence and his atelier is one 
of the most picturesque suburbs of Paris. Step- 
ping out into his garden. he had a beautiful 
view of a valley, with a portion of the Seine and 
Mount Valerien in the distance. It mever oc- 
curred to him that anyone would come and cut 
off this beautiful picture, which he used to con- 
template in the evening while studying some 
now composition for sculpture. 

One morning, however, he saw & number of 
men digging a foundation in a property just out- 
side his own. Next came a gang of masons, and 
before long a solid wall was raised. On this 
iron uprights were placed, and the whole thing 
was boarded in. It constituted, when finished, 
an immense fence, several hundred feet long and 
some 60 feet or 80 feet high; and, as might be 
inferred, the object of this singular structure 
overlooking the valley was simply to act as an 
immense signboard for cod liver oii or any other 
commercial product. 

The result to the artist was disastrous. It 
deprived him completely of the view of his be- 
loved landscape. M. Rodin complained to the 
inhabitants of the locality, end they held a 
meeting, at which a resolutfon was passed to 
petition the authorities to order the removal 
of the obnoxious signboard.

MISSOULA, Mont., Aug. 20.— 
After trying fur hours to fight 
off the forest fires that swept 
toward the city, the residents of 
Wallace. Idaho, were forced to 
give up the battle at 10 o’clock 
tonight and the entire popula- 
tion of 6000 was driven into pan- 
ic-strickén retreat as the flames 
seized upon the homes of the fu- 
gitives, 

Special trains over the Oregon 
Railroad bore hundreds of wom- 
children out of the 
doomed city. Trains were still 


en and 


being made up to bear the fran- 
tic people to safety when the 
last word from Wallace was re- 
ceived here. The telephone op- 
erator at Wallace, who had been 
giving information about the fire 
to the authorities “at Missoula, 
said that the flames were within 
15 feet of him and that he was 


compelled to flee for his life. His 
message ended abruptly, and 


ceived here as to the fate of the 
city. 


Thus far there have been no reports 
of loss of life, but it is feared the fren- 
zied exodus from the city has resulted 
iu casualties. The Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. lost all its wires into the fire- 


After 11:15 p. m. telegraph and tele 
phone operators had left their posts. The 
Northern Pacific division officials at 
Missoula had a wire into Wallace, but 
were unable to learn details. Roth the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation Co. ard 
the Northern Pacific were rushing peo- 
ple out of the town in the direction of 
Kellogg and Wardner as fast as possij- 
ble. 


Libby Is in Danger. 

The forestry officials here are still in 
ignorance as to the cause or extent of 
the fire. The latest bulletin issued by 
the local officials was that the town was 
safe. This was timed 8 o'clock. The 
Postal Telegraph Co. ordered its oper- 
ator, when he left his-office at Wallace, 
to cut in further down the line and a 


Shortly after 11 o'clock the district 
officers of the forestry service were no- 
tified that the town of Libby, in North- 
ern Montana, was in imminent danger. 


Trapped on All Sides, 

Peril surrounded Wallace so suddenly 
that the citizens were caught unawares. 
Fires had been burning in the forests 
for some time, but it had not been 
thought that they would get near 
The 
winds rose during the afternoon and 
before the people could send for aid 
they found themselves trapped. 

The fires swept upon the city from 
The Mayor ordered all the 
able-bodied men in the city to turn out 
and help the soldiers fight back the 
fiames. Men who declined their assist- 
ance were thrown into jail. Others were 
run out of town, women assisting in 
driving them away.

$350,000 ESTATE LEFT 

Wife of Victim, 82, Cut Off 
in Will Received 40 Per 
Cent From the Courts. 





Herbert S. Mosher, -assistant 
superintendent of the St. Louis 
branch of the Pinkerton Detec- 
tive Agency, gave to the Post- 
Dispatch last night the allega- 
tions of the State of Arkansas 
in what is declared to have been 
a murder conspiracy to seize a 
large portion of the $350,000 es- 
tate left by A. W. Shirey, an 
aged merchant of Minturn, Ark. 

Mosher has just returned to St. 
Louis after following the rami- 
fications of the case from Arkan- 
sas to South Dakota and back to 
Indiana. As a result of his in- 
vestigation four men are held for 
Shirey’s assassination — the 
brother of his girl-wife, her at- 
torney, the man who wrote her 
love ers and poetry, and his 


attorney. 

Jesse _Hill, brother of Shirey’s 
young “widow, who was Faire Belle 
Hill, is held without bail, having 
been indicted for murder in the first 
degree. J. C. Langston, a handsome 
ex-soldier, who was in love with the 
pretty Mrs. Shirey, is imprisoned 
without bail on a warrant charging 
first degree murder. W. P. (“‘Rag- 
gedy” or “Slippery Bill’) Smith, 
who was Shirey’s ward, but who 
turned against him to be the attorney 
of his girl-wife, is under indictment 
as an accessory to Shirey’s murder. 
Attorney W. T. Blackford, who was 
associated with Smith in Mrs. Shirey’s 
employment, is under indictment on 
the same charge. The two lawyers 
are at liberty under $5000 bail each. 


Widow Marrted Another. 

Langston, according to testimony 
in the case, swore that he would 
marry Mrs. Shirey as soon as ‘ld 
Man” Shirey died or “Raggedy Bill” 
Smith obtained a divorce for her. He 
was disappointed, for the blue-eyed 
widow, three months after her hus- 
band’s murder, fell in love at first 
sight, while at Hot Springs, Ark., 
with Ora Byrkett, a well-to-do mer- 
chant of Ogden, Ind., and married 
him. 

Ehirey filed a suit for divorce 
again&é® his wife, March 8, naming 
Langston as corespondent. That night 
he was shot from ambush, and 
the assassin became known as 
“the mysterious man on the gray 
mare.” He has since been identified 
as Langston by several persons. The 
prosecution holds that, had the di- 
vorce suit come to trial, Shirey’s 
widow:would have been Gisinherited. 

As it is, although Shirey cut hts 
wife off with “one cent and no more” 
and left his fortune to the Independ- 
ent Order of Odd Fellows, the courts 
have awarded the widow 40 per cent 
of his estate, 40 per cent to the Odd 
Fellows and 20 per cent to Shirey’s 
relatives. 

Mosher was employed by John P. 
Paul, Grand Secretary of the Arkan- 
sas branch of the Odd Pellows, who 
was formerly Chief of Police at 
Evansville, Ind. Paul declared that 
the lodge was not so much interested 
in acquiring Shirey’s wealth as in 
avenging his murder, as he was a 
prominent member of the order In 
hig locality. ‘ 
Slain Man 82. 

Shirey, who was 8&2 years old, was 
sitting tn his store with Walter Mer- 
rit, a customer, and Levi Hutton, a 
clerk, when he was killed by a 
charge of shot, fired from the dark- 
ness through an open door. The 
detonation was masked by the roar 
of a passing freight train, and it was 
several minutes before the village 
was alarmed. In the meantime, the 
assassin escaped. 

Mosher, on arriving at Hoxie, Ark., 
found the country rife with suspicions 
as to the agent of Shirey’s death. He 
sifted them carefully, and finally de- 
cided to concentrate his attention upon

In a pistol duel over attentions paid 
by August Pulaskie to 20-year-old Cora 
Miller, stepdaughter of Harry P. Shea, 
the latter was shot twice and killed 
last night in the presence of Mrs. Shea, 
at Thirteenth and Mullanphy streets. 

Pulaskie, said to have been shot 
through the jaw, escaped, and an 
order for his. arrest was issued to 
all the. police stations. Shea was shot 
through the neck and the heart. Pu- 
laskie’s home is at 1716 North Tenth 
street, and Shea lived at 1304 Howard 
street. 

Miss Miller, blue-eyed and buxom, 
speaking to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
after the ‘tragedy, and chewing gum 
calmly, said: 

‘The old man got what he deserved 
for butting in. Kw is not my father.” 

The trouble began last Sunday night, 
when Shea ordered Pulaskie to cease 
meeting Cora on the streets, instead of 
calling upon her at home The girl 
was waiting on a corner to keep an en- 
gagement with Pulaskie when her step- 
father was killed. 

A fist fight followed Shea’s protest 
Sunday night. Pulaskie returned 
Wednesday night, and was driven 
away by Shea and Cora’s 18-year-old 
brother, Charles Miller. He returned 
and Shea caused his arrest. He was 
dischargéd in the Dayton Street Police 
Court the following morning. 

Pulaskie returned again last night, but 
left as Shea entered the house. His 
wife warned him that Pulaskie was 
armed. Shea went to a pawnshop, re- 
covered his revolver and started in pur- 
suit. Mrs. Shea, crying to her husband 
to return, followed him, with their 7- 
year-old daughter, Daisy. 

When the two men met, Pulaskle said 
to Shea: ‘“You’re .looking for trouble 
aren't you?” and fired his revolver, 
wounding Shea in the neck. Both men 
then fired simultaneously. Shea fel! 
dead, and Pulaskie, appearing to be 
wounded in the jaw, fled. Shea’s body

Scientist Has Spent Seven 
Years in the Jungle Study- 
ing Simian Talk.

CHICAGO, Aug. 20.—The Rev. John- 


son Myers, in a letter received in Chi- 
cago today, describes his meeting near 
Cape Lopez, West Africa, with Prof. 
Richard Garner as the latter emerged 
from the African forests after a con- 
tinuous period of seven years, devoted 
to the study of the monkey language. 


Regarding the result of his observa- 
tions Prof. Garner said: “I know the 
monkey language contains 28 distinct 
sounds. Of these I know the meaning 
of nine, but am in the dark as to the 
méaning of the other 19. The sounds 
that I understand express almost 
wholly pain, hunger and joy. 

“I know when they call to me from a 
tree and I can call them.’’ 

“Can you converse any further than 
this?’’ ; 

‘No, practically not. I may be able 
to do so later.” 

“Do you regard the chimpanzee with 
you as intelligent as any you have 
met?’’ 

“Yes, I do. She ts only a year old. 
She can select colors and identify them. 
I may ask her to pick out a cube from 
a lot of blocks of various shapes and 
she will do it readily. She also cries 
for me.” 

“Did your coming here to live among 
the animals have anything to do with 
proving or disproving the theory of 
evolution?” 

“Only incidentally. I don’t beTleve the 
ape is man’s immediate ancestor.” 

“How will that ancestor be discoyv- 
ered? Is he living somewhere now?” 

“No, I think the discovery will come 
with the finding of skeletons. Some 
have been found already which help to 
fill in’ the gaa between the ape and 
man.’’ 

“Do you regard the theory of evo- 
lution established by anything you have 
seen or actually know?”

The bridge ar- 
bitrary has caused many manufac- 
turing industries to move across the 
river, taking to East St. Louis and 
other towns on the East Side thou- 
sands of workingmen who would have 
remained in St. Louis with their 
families if it had not been for the 
arbitrary. 

Would Have Long Boulevard. 

Herman W. Friedewald, former 
president of West End Business Men’s 
Association: It behooves us to be up 
and doing in the next ten years. First, 
I believe the bridge arbitrary should be 
abolished. I travel a good deal and I 
find the arbitrary is discussed to the 
disadvantage of St. Louis more than 
anything else. Next, we should have 
means of rapid transit. 

We should have a Coney Island to 
attract visitors, some of whom would 
tarry here. We also should have a con- 
tinuous boulevard out Page boulevard, 
the Olive Street road, around Creve 
Coeur Lake and back to the city, a 
%-mile boulevard, whieh would be a 
great advertisement for the city. 

RR. Lee Orcutt, presndent of the West 
End Business Men’s Association: I be- 
lieve the greatest obstacle in the way 
of St. Louis’ growth is the bridge arbi- 
trary. 

Second, I believe the lack of proper 
street-car facilities has much to do 
with keeping people away from  §&t. 
Louis. A third obstacle is the lack of 
‘co-operation among the civic bodies of 
the city. 

All organizations should have a con- 
nection which would result in intelli- 
gent, systematic work for the better- 
ment of the city. Fourth, we have no 
great exposition, or pro:rrtart amuse- 
ment place. 

Many people get to Unton Station and 
never get away from there. We should 
have some great drawing card for vis- 
itors, Fifth, the city should !tmprove 
its roads into. the surrounding territory 
to attract residents of that territory 
into the city.

every act. The pseudo laborer was one 
of Mosher’s agents. At last the “farm 
hand” approached Langston and said: 

“T have an apology to make. I am a 
Pinkerton detective. I have been here 
with the sole purpose of watching you. 
I thought you were wanted down in Ar- 
kansas for killing a man. I was mis- 
taken and now I am going away.” 

Taken off his guard, Langston ex- 
claimed, according to Mosher: 

“I suppose you thought I killed ‘Old 
Man’ Shirey. But I was up here in 
South Dakota when the old fellow was 
killed, ai:d here are affidavits to prove 
it.”’ 

Langston is said to have produced five 
alleged affidavits, which he» asked the 
Pinkerton man to take to Hoxie. The 
prosecution insists that these affidavits 
were prepared in advance to prove an 
alibi. 

The “farm hand” departed, and his 
place was taken by another man, simi- 
larly uncalloused as to hands. To him 
Langston is alleged to have given a 
post-card to mail, addressed to ‘Miss 
Faire Belle Shirey, Hot Springs, Ark,” 
and bearing this verse: 


I have pictured ail our future, 
I have dreamed as others do; 
If I owned the world’s wide treasures, 
I would give them all to you. 
Another card displayed a picture of 
a man with his arms about a girl, and 
bore the verse: 
Let’s you and I get married, 
Our secret that will be: 
I want a little sweetheart like you-— 
Don’t you want one like me? 


Still another card was written {fn a 
code of abbreviated words, and con- 
tained the sentences: “Ind you hr. I 
wld Ik to tak a rd wth-yu. I nd 
a mer. Ha, ha!” 

Upon receiving copies of these mis. 
sives, Mosher and Paul decided to 
act. Secretly, they obtained requiai- 
tion papers from Gov. Donaghey of 
Arkansas and Gov. Vessey of South 
Dakota. Driving through a terrific 
storm, they reached Calome, 8. D., 
where they were joined by the Coun- 
ty Sheriff. On arriving at Langston’s 
farm, they saw him through a win- 
dow, reading a newspaper. It proved 
to be from Hoxie, and contained an 
aceount of Shirey’s murder, 

With their prisoner, the detectives 


‘drove back to Calome and went to a 


hotel to await the arrival of fresh 
horses. Langston asked permission 
to telephone to his brother-in-law, 
George Lloyd. 

His request was granted, but 
Mosher quietly left the room, Lang- 
ston was unable to communicate with 
his brother-in-law. Mosher had cut 
the telephone wires on the outside 
of the hotel. A habeas corpus pro- 
ceeding for Langston’s release would 
have been troublesome, the detective 
explained. 

Langston was held in the peniten- 
tiary at Little Rock. He ang Hill 
pleaded not guilty at their prelim- 
inary hearing, which consumed «a 
week, but were held on charges of 
first degree murder,

mitted to the bar, For political rea- 
sons, he affected unkempt attire, 
wearing socks which fell over his 
shoes, greasy hats, a tattered shirt, 
open at the front, and patched tro 





favor with the “common people,” ac- 
cording to Mosher, and rejoiced with 
pride in the nicknames of “Raggedy” 
and “Slippery.” His eccentricity of 
dress, however, availed nothing, as 
he was unable to attain to public 
office. 

Three years ago, Mrs. Shirey filed 
suit for divorce from her aged hus- 
band, and he replied with a cross- 
bill, in which Langston was named 
as corespondent. Smith says that 
Shirey asked him to represent - Mrs. 
Shirey and “throw” the case in his 
favor. “Drop the case where it stands 
and you'll be richer by $6000,” 
“Raggedy Bill” says his benefactor 
urged him. 

“No,” Smith declares he replied. “If 
I am employed by Mrs. Shirey I will 
do everything in my power to win a 
divorce for her.” 

In the Lawrence County Chancery 
Court Shirey’s cross-bill was dis- 
missed and his girl-wife obtained a 
divorce, with $50 a month alimony. 
This decision was set aside by the 
Arkansas Supreme Court, which or- 
dered that neither applicant was en- 
titled to a divorce. 

: Couple Lived Apart. 

From 1908 until Shirey’s death, he and 
his wife lived apart. 

She married him 10 years ago, when 
she was 17 years old and he was 72. 
The wedding was the result of a 
brought by the girl’s parents against 
the wealthy merchant, who owned half 
the farms in the county. The widow is 
regarded ag beautiful, and was a favor- 
ite in her home town. 

The day before the murder a stran- 
ger, wearing a dark suit and a broad- 
brimmed hat, with a leather band dec- 
orated with brass tacks, got off a train 
at Hoxie. The hat was pulled down 
over his face, and no one recognized 
him. At the Hoxie Hotel, he registerea 
as “J. D. Leroy.” 

Leroy is @ preacher at Black Rock, 
Ark., and his resemblance to Langston 
had been remarked by Smith and his 
wife, according to the lawyer. Mosher 
says that Leroy has established an un- 
assailable alibi. 

Among the stranger’s effects the land- 
lady saw a new revolver, which she aft- 
erwards identified as one found in Lang- 
ston’s possession. 

Going to a livery stable, the stranger 
hired a gray mare the following day 
and rode away in the direction of Min. 
turn. Several persons met the rider, 
and afterwards identified him as Lang. 
ston, picking him from a dozen other 
men, The measurements of the foot- 
prints of a horse, found near Shirey’s 
store, were identical with those of the 
gray mare ridden by the stranger. 

Away Only an Hour,

BEVERLY, Mass, Aug. 20.-The New 
York World's editorial demand that 
Senator Nelson W. Aldrich of Rhode 
Island resign his position because he 
combined personal profit and politics _ 
raising the tariff rate on manufactured 
rubber is indorsed by the advisers « 
President Taft. 

Senator Aldrich’s letter to William B. 
McKinley, explaining his connection with 
the raise in tariff rates on rubber, was 
welcomed in anticipation by the Presi- 
dent and those close to him. 

But the statement itself was such @ 
disappointment that the interview be- 
tween President Taft ana Senator Ald- 
rich the morning it was printed was 
frigid. The President had not yet read 
the Senator’s letter, as Senator Ald- 
rich called from his yacht early and 
Was asked to wait until breakfast was 
finished. But the President had been 
told that Senator Aldrich, in his owa 
defense, put the onus of the rubber raise 
on the White House, in that he stated 
the rate was raised at the request of 
Treasury experts appointed by the 
President. 

“Are You Gotng to Retire?” 

The conversation was terminated ab- 
ruptly by the President’s blunt inquiry 
of Senator Aldrich if he was going to 
quit March 8. The Senator said that 
he was honest in his announcement of 
retirement; said good-by and returned 
to his yacht. 

Mr. Taft and his advisers heaved a 
sigh of relief and hoped the Senator’s 
announcement of retirement and his 
statement regarding having no interest 
in manufactured rubber would be re- 
celved at face value by the country. 

The World's investigation, how- 
ever, has put an entirely different 
face om the matter. The World 
showed that the Intercontinental 
Rubber Company, importer of crude 
rubber, has a contract for the deliv- 
ery of practically all its output to 
the United States Rubber Company, 
which is the manufacturing rubber

deal in manufactured as well as 
crude rubber. 
It again has been shown 2y the 
World that the big ®*tockholders of the 
Intercontinental and United States 
companies are practically the same 
and that, in fact the crude and manvu- 
factured rubber organizations of the 
United States form ‘one great trust. 
These facts have made a great im- 
pression here, and the case of Senator 
Joseph Ralph Burton of Kansas, and 
Senator John H. Mitchell of Oregon, 
have been recalled, with the Federal; 
Statute prohibiting any member of 
Congress profiting pecuniarily from 
his official position beyond the sal- 
ary and mileage allowed by law. 
Senator Burton served a term in 
jail at Ironton, Mo., on conviction be- 
fore a Federal court of having used 
hig senatorial position for personal 
profit. 
Senator Mitchell escaped the same 
fate only through death. 

Excuse Not Ingenious. 
It is pointed out here that Senator 
Aldrich’s excuse that the rubber 
schedule wds raised at the request 
of Government experts is not in- 
Senious. It ig stated at the executive 
offices that the experts asked only 
that the schedule be lowered from 
83 to 30 per cent or raised to 385 
per cent, but the raising or lower- 
ing was kept entirely with the Fi- 
nance Committee of the Senate, 
which meant that it was left with 
Mr. Aldrich. 

Hearings before the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House were open to 
the public. 

Hearings before the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Senate were executive. All 
the remodeling of the tariff bul, as it 
went from the House, was done by Mr. 
Aldrich in the Senate Committee behind 
Closed doors. ' 

No record has been made availabie of 
the Senate Finance Committee proceed- 
ings. Such stenographic notes as were 
taken have not even been transcribed.

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SOUND, 22 MILES 


Daring Aviator Wins “Coun- 
ty Life” Trophy by Flight - 
Over Water. 


FIGHTS STIFF WIND 








Machine Wrecked When He 
Lands on His Father-in- 
Law’s Home Grounds. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Rureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 20,—Clifford B. ' 
Harmon of New York, amateur aviator 
and chairman of the National Council 
of the Aero Club of America, flew in 
his Farman biplane across Long Island 
last evening, winning the trophy of 
“Country Life in America” for the first 

aviator who made this flight. 

He started from the aviation grounds 
at Mineola, L. I., struck the sound at 
Roslyn, crossed to Larchmont and con- 
tinued over the water to Greenwich, 
landing in a field at Madison Arbor, 
the country home of Commodore E. C. 
Benedict, his father-in-law, and former 
confidential associate of Grover Cleve- 
land. He covered the 28 miles in 30 
minutes, having a very strong wind be- 
hind his back while he was: above the 
water. 

It was dark when he finished and in 
alighting his machine was wrecked 
through becoming entangled in long 
grass. Mr. Harmon escaped without in- 
jury except a shaking. His flight was 
witnessed with the keenest enthusiasm, 
especially among the members of the 
Larchmont Yacht Club. 

No Safety Precautions, 

The twenty-one or twenty-two miles 
over water were traversed without 
there being any precaution to save the 
machine in the event of mishap. The 
plucky aviator trusted himself solely to 
a life belt. 

Mr. Harmon gave the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent the following account of 
his exploit: 

BY CLIFFORD B. HARMON. 

The evening seemed perfect for 
making the flight from the aviation 
grounds to my father-in-law’s place, 
which I have long been keen to ac- 
complish, an@ once previously at- 
tempted but unsuccessfully. My mo- 
tor was working finely. So, suddenly, 
I determined to set out for the trip 
across the Sound, although my plane 
had not been prepared for the cross- 
water flight. 

Before starting, 





I thad made a 
flight at Mineola. C. K. Hamilton 
took a trip with me. We went round 
the grounds six or seven times and 
Hamilton took some snapshots. I 
belleve that this is the first time 
that photographs nave been taken 
from an aeroplane and am  Xkeenly 
hoping that they will turn out suc- 
cessful, though I am afraid we may 
have been going too quickly. 

On the last round I said to Ham- 
ilton, “Everything seems Al: I’m 
going to fly across the Sound to 
Greenwich.” “But you've no pon- 
toons on,” Hamilton urged. “Suppose 
anything were to happen? There’s 
no telling what it may be like over 
the water.” 

“T'll try it,” I said, “if she goes 
down with me this time, and we're 
over the water when it happens, well 
she’l) have to sink, and I'll let her 
go.” 

Feeling of Gentle Excitement. 

“While I was putting on my life belt, 
my men looked over the machine and 
filled the tanks. I had the feeling it 
was time we began to do something. 
Someone asked me if I felt excited. 
Well, I have done a good deal of flying 
now, and I have ventured to take my 
wife and Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt Jr. into 
the air, so that I could not say that my 
feeling was at all one of concern as to 
the safety of the effort. Still, I will 
admit that I did experience a delightful 
feeling of gentle excitement, such as 
making a flight over the aviation 
grounds no longer gives me. The fly- 
ing over water was new to me, and I 
knew that there was a decided possi- 
bility that I might have to swim to the 
side and my machine would sink to the 
bottom never to give me another flight. 

It was just 6:3 when, with my cap 
well pulled on, I gave Mallard orders 
to let go. I made one turn over the 
grounds, and then, taking my bearings, 
made straight across country for Ros- 
lyn. The sweet note of my motor, the 
soft, true buzz that all aviators, I sup- 
pose, get to love 80 well, told me I was 
going to succeed. It was, I thought, 
then the finest moment I had lived. 

“But the country near Roslyn was 
pretty bad. I looked down around and 
could see nowhere any spot where I 
could safely land if I had to. I was up 
somewhere about 800 feet or so. When 
I saw the sun gleaming across the wa- 
ter I forgot all about the bad land under 
me. That’s where I shall know what 
flying is, I thought, end on I went at 
@ good pace. . 

Wind Surprised Him. 

I crossed Rosyin and made straight 
out over Hempstead Bay. But it 
did not prove so gentle as it looked. 
I had the time of my life, but it

reached me. But I suppose I got there 
too quickly; none of them met me. 
Passing over the sound full of boats 
outside the yacht club gave me one of 
the prettiest sights I have seen, The 
boats looked at from above present an 
entirely new picture. 

With a wave of my hand 1 passed on 
over the boats and up the sound to- 
ward Greenwich. The wind was now 
directly behind me. I made the 10 or 
11 miles to my father-in-law’s place in 
less than 10 minutes, and at a speed of 
over 60 miles an hour. It was a glo- 
rious spin. The only difficulty was when 
I came to,turn for my landing. 

His Machine Wrecked, 

It wag nearly dark, The wind had 
troubled my eyes. I made the field all 
right. I could not see very well, but 
as I touched the ground I felt that I 
had made a good landing. Then, in an 
instant, my machine stopped and crum- 
pled up around me, I was in long and 
tangled grass. The skids got caught. 
The plane could not glide along to ex- 
haust my terrific pace, 

So we ended with a smash-up. It was 
a disappointing finish. I wasn’t hurt; 
but it made me very sore, for I had 
meant to fly back to the aviation camp 
on the morrow. However, such is fly- 
ing at present. These little things will 
occur, and it is of no use feeling dis- 
heartened by them. 


FRANCE IS TO HAVE A BIG 
FLEET OF AEROPLANES 


PARIS, Aug. 2%.—Admiral de 

paysere, the French Minister of 
Marine, has become an enthusiastic 
convert to the, possibilities of the 
aeroplane in naval warfare, in view 
of the results attained in the Paris- 
London flight of Moissant, the great 
cross-country course just completed 
by French aviators ang other re- 
cent achievements in the alr. 
In a statement today he expressed 
the belief that the French fleet 
should take first rank in the world 
in aerial navigation as it does now 
in submarine feats and proposes the 
establishment of flotillas of aero- 
planes at the French naval base of 
Cherbourg. Brest, Toulen and Biz- 
orta, Africa, to protect the ports and 
locate the mines and submarines of 
a possible enemy. 

“For the price of a,single cruiser,” 
said the Minister “we may have 
thousands of aeroplanes.

ALTITUDE OF DREXEL FLIGHT 
I$ OFFICIALLY 6752 FEET 


LONDON, Aug. 2.-—The stamp of 
scientific approval was today placeu on 
the world’s altitude record for an aero- 
plane, 6752 feet, established by J. Arm- 
strong Drexel, the American aviator, 
when the Kew Observatory, after test- 
ing the barograph carried by Mr. Drex- 
el, issued a certificate of its accuracy 
and the correctness of the figures. 

The flight was accomplished the even- 
ing of Aug. 11, when Mr. Drexel as- 
cended from Lanark, Scotland, passed 
far above the clouds and, after two 
hours’ steady climbing, descended near 
Cobbinshaw Loch, 12 miles from Lan- 
ark. He suffered a¢verely from cold at 


the extreme altitude.

KILLED IN 1000-FOOT FALL 


ROME, Aug. 20.—Lieut. Vivaldi of the 
Italian Army was killed this morning 
by a fall of 1000 feet with his sero- 
plane.

That they, or the Illi- 
nois Central Railroad, through their 
instrumentality paid Coughlin’s bonds 
of $20,000. 

That they, or the Illinois Central 
through them, sent over $35,000 to 
the State of Washington to prevent 
the extradition of William Arm- 
strong, once Coughlin’s .bartender, 
and his associate in jury bribing. .. 

Brought By Graft Suspects. 

These charges were made by Attorney 


John Tyrrell, as representative of John | 


M. Taylor, Frank B. Harriman and 
Charles L. Ewing, the former [Illinois 
Central officials who were arrested Fri- 
day on a complaint sworn to by Presi- 
dent sfarrihan. 

Attorney Tyrrell is the son of Capt. 
Frank Tyrrel of the West Park Police 
Station, who worked on the case 10 
years ago as a detective -on the staff of 
State’s Attorney Deneen and who went 
to Washington in a vain attempt to se- 
cure the extradition Of Armstrong. 

The charges were given to the press 
in the form of a memoranda of al- 
jleged facts showing the connection of 
the Illinois Central officials and _ the 
jury bribers.

Gov. Hadley Also Gives His 
Support in Suppressing 
the Evil. 





SMALL EXCISE FORCE 


Mulvihill Gives His Interpre- 
tation of a Violation 
of the Law. 


Gov. Hadley, Exrise Commissioner 
Caulfield and Chief of Police Young, 
as a result of the Post-Dispatch ex- 
pose / of winerooms flourishing openly 


in St. Louis, united last night in de- 
slaring that this violation of the law 
must cease, that the winerooms must 


go. 
Commissioner Caulfield told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, and explained also 
to the Governor by long distance tele- 
phone, that the wineroom evil’ had 
sprung up while he had been on a 
two weeks’ vacation, without his 
knowledge, but that he would take 
prompt steps to eradicate it. Gov. 
Hadley expressed approbation of this 
stand, and Chief Young averred that 
he would use every power within the 
scope of his department toward sup- 
pressing this adjunct to the saloon. 
“These places are winerooms, and 
the licenses of the proprietors shoud 
be revoked. Women drink there for 
the profit of the house, and to encour- 
age men to drink. I intend to keep 
reporting such places to the Excise 
Commissioner until they are put out 
| I'll tear them to h—-ll.” 
In explaining how it came to pass 
‘that winerooms were flourishing, in 





frank defidnce of the law, Caulfield 
said: 

**"There are 2250 saloons scattered over 
St. Louis, and this office has but tw: 
policemen to assist in centrolling them. 
Their time necessarily is occupied to 
@ great extent with office business. It 
has been the fixed policy of this office 
to suppress any licensed place, on proof 
that it is a rendezvous for persons of 
bad character, and that policy will be 
carried out to the letter. 

All Opposed to Winerooms. 

Former Excise Commissioner Muvi- 
hill, whose: determined opposition to 
winerooms kept the lid on them dur- 
ing his administration, in response to 
an inquiry gave his definition of what 
constitutes an actionable offense in 
this regard, and commended the Post- 
Dispatch for its stand in the matter. 
Anton (Tony) Stuever, brewer and 
Democratic politician, is on record in 
a@ letter to the Post-Dispatch as op- 
posing winerooms, and aepproving 
the war being waged on them. 

Chief of Police Young was unequiv- 
ocal in his statement. “There is a 
difference,” he said, “between a 
saloon restaurant and a restaurant 
cafe. The place conducted under a 
restaurant license, where the main 
revenue is derived from. the sale of 
food, not of drinks, but where a bot- 
tle of beer or a cocktail may be 
served with a meal, should be free 
' from interference. They seek the 
trade of respectable persons, not of 
women drunkards, 

“But the saloons which serve sand- 
wiches In an attempt to evade the 
law should be made to suffer. 

“Tt has also been my policy to pre- 
vent licensed restaurants from be- 
coming mere drinking places. It is 
- mot always easy te distinguish be- 
“tween such a place and a restaurant 
or cafe, or to determine when an 
apparently respectable place has de- 
generated into a disorderly place, but 
this office has done so and will con- 
tinue to do so.” 

Excise Commissioner Caulfield said: 

“J shall ask the Chief of Police to 
investigate the places recently named 
as winerooms, The people may rest 
assured that the wineroom of the 
‘good old days’ does not exist, and 
will not be permitted to exist during 
this administration.” 
. , Gov, Hadley said over the telephone

A licensed dramshop with a wine 
room attached as described, is in 
my judgment in legal contemplation 
and 
and charged with keeping a disor- 
derly dramship, and if found guilty, 
punished according to law. 

The statute prohibiting disorderly 
Saloons is ample warrant for pro- 
cedure. The questionable character 
and purposes for which persons fre- 
quent such places, makes the dram- 
shop disorderly even though the 
soft pedal be used when ordering 
drinks and all wear rubber heels. 
In other words a saloon is disorder- 
ly if habitually frequented by police 
characters and others of question- 
able reputation, even in the absence 
of noise and tumult. I regard the 
wineroom with a feeling akin to 
horror. If other vices can number 
victims by the thousands the wine- 
room can boast of its tens of thous- 
ands. Moral death lurks there at 
al times. 

I regard the advent of winerooms 
in our city again as a real calamity, 
and I am slow to believe-that con- 
ditions are as bad as you are in- 
clined to report them. I would ask, 
however that you give the Commis- 
sioner a chance to remedy the evil 
if it exists, before criticizing him. I 
know him to be an honest, fearless, 
capable officer.

BUYS AUTOMOBILE 
ASKS Way NOT?" 


August W. Reising of St. 
Louis County Makes the 
Necessary Income. 








' The banker has had his say about 
the extravagance of the farmer in 
buying automobiles. Now read about 
August W. Reising of St. Louls Coun- 
ty. 

Reising has the prize farm of the 
county. It includes 265 acres, and the 
prospect is that he will get something 
more than $48 from each acre this 
year. He has completed a $14,000 
home out of his profits from the farm. 
Last week he bought an automobile 
and he is ready to look any banker 
in the eye and ask why he shouldn't. 

Reising raised 8000 bushels of po- 
tatoes this year on 40 acres of his 
farm. He sold 600 bushels at 70 cents 
a bushel and declined to sell the bal- 
ance at the same figure. Hstimating 
his potato crop at 70 cents a bushel, 
this item of income ig $5600 for the 
ycar. 

One hundred and 12 acres of the 
farm were planted in wheat. The yield 
was 86 bushels to the acre, more than 
4000 bushels, and wheat is selling 
at $1, 


Seventy acres are in corn. Reising 


will be much surprised if it doesn’t. 


yield 75 bushels to the acre, or 5250 
bushels in all. With corn selling at 
60 cents a bushel he will collect $3150 
on this crop. 

Potatoes, wheat and corn on this 
basis net this successful Missouri 
farmer $12,750 a year. He and one 
other man do all the work on the 
farm and he has several acres planted 
in vegetables, supplying an abundance 
for his own table, including the em- 
ploye’s fare, with a surplus for profit- 
able sale. He has his own threshing 
machine, and uses steam plows, 

Reising paid $800 an acre for his 
farm. The land therefore represents 
an investment of nearly $80,000. He 
figures that his income on this in- 
vestment varies from 12 to 15 per 
cent, and is as safe as some bank 
securities yielding half that amount.

His remarkable nerve and strength were 
again shown this week in the cross- 
country flight. 

When he finished Wednesday he leaped 
from the machine with as much agility 
as if he had’ made a flight of only a 
few miles. 

It is believed by French aviators that 
Le Bianc will be the foremost compet- 
itor for the Post-Dispatch-World purse, 
as it is agreed that the man’s strong 
will power makes it certain that he will 
finish if he starts. 

French Army Flyers. 

One important result of the “Matin’s” 
race has been the decision of the French 
Ministry of War to establish aero- 
planes as a new branch of the military 
service.

Robber’s Hat Held. 

The robber’s hat, held by the police, 
bears a picture of an owl on the 
sweat band, and contains the in- 
scription, “Owl brand, American 
make.” Although the six mark is 
worn away, Sergt. James O’Brien of 
the Magnolia District, whe, when off 
duty, wears the same make hat, de- 
clares it is 7% in sise.

he’s all right, but ox 

He did not even remain here for the primary, 
but spent his vacation in the East, in tennis and 
horseback riding, after having made sure that 
the printer had not slipped any name beside his 
on the official party ballot.

HILE he was East on his vacation, Catlin 
W found his way to the Outlook office, and, 

after a patient wait amiq Rough Riders 
and benefactors of small wealth, had the privi- 
lego of stooping over and grasping the hand that 
killed the Uganda elephant (see Scribbler’s for 
August.) 

The New York papers called him “Congressman 
Catlin of Missouri,” but they did not-state what 
he and Roosevelt had said to each other. And all

Y the following October Catlin had con- 
= quere@ his reluctance sufficiently to ac- 

cept a nomination for the Legislature in 
a Republican district. He and his fellow-nomi- 
nee, a man past 70 years of age, were elected, and 
Catlin the following winter caused the rural rep- 
resentatives to tell many tales of tall men as 
they viewed him around the capital and hotel 
lobbies. One day a 7-foot giant from the in- 
terior of the State appeared in town, hunting for 
the man from St. Louis who, he had been told, 
was as tall as himself. When he reached the 
object of his search, Catlin, for the first time 
since he got his o’er-generous growth, had to 
look up to another man. 

Most of Catlin’s voting record at Jefferson City 
was no better and no worse than that of other 
Republicans, for he voted with them on party 
measures. His vote on the Cooper enabling act, 
which wag not @ party measure, caused so much 
comment that he frequently has explained it 
since. He says he believes in regulation of pub- 
lic service corporations, but that he thought the 
means provided in the act was too indefinite, and 
that a proper principle was applied in the wrong 
fashion. 

“I shall make speeches all over the district as 
scon as the campaign opens up,” said the young 
candidate to a Post-Dispatch reporter, who found 
him in his office on the side of the Security 
building which catches the afternoon’s heat,

as in halls. 

“The Democrats evidently are going to have a 
g00d deal to way about the high cost of living.

General Major, today ruled that un- 
der the general primary law of Mis< 
sourl, in all cases where no one has 
offered himself as a candidate for an 


office and where no one has filed a 
declaration or otherwise complied 
with the provisions of the primary 
act and no names appeared upon the 
printed primary ballot as candidates 
for a certain office there exists a va- 
cancy, even though the name of a 
person may have been written as a 
candidate. 

‘In such cases the Assistant Attor- 
ney-General further holds the com- 
mittee of the party on whose ticket 
the vacancy exists is authorized to 
nominate the candidate and the Seo- 
retary of State is warranted in cert- 
ifying the persons so named by the 
committee as such candidate, 

This ruling was made on @ question 
raised by Secretary of State Roach be. 
cause in several instances there were 
no candidates and names were writ- 
ten in and returns certified to him in 
the recent State primary, 

Revelle says, in his letter to Romch, 
that he must not be understood as 
holding that where one or more per- 
sons have actually filed as candidates 
and such persons received a less num- 
ber of votes than anether citizen, who 
did not file, the person 80 receiving 
the plurality, and who did not file, 
would not become the nominee, That 
must be determined by other provis.- 
fons of the primary law.

QUEBEC, Aug. 20 0 with. a final touch 
of the melodramatic, which he seems 
to love so much, Chief Detective In- 
spector Walter Dew of Scotland Yard 
started tonight for England with Dr. 
Harvey Hawley Crippen and Bthel Le- 
neve, who were arrested aboard tlie 
steamer Montrose at Father Point July 
31, on a charge of having murdered 
Belle Elmore, a former vaudeville act- 
ress from Brooklyn, who was Crippen’s 
wife, 

Not even the arrival of the prisoner 
here early on Aug. 1 is to be compared 
with their removal today, for just as 
Crippen was being taken aboard the 
liner Megantic he came within an ace 
of being swept to his death. As he 
climbed the gang plank a guy rope 
caught him under the chin, and iff it 
had not been for Inspector Dew he 
would have been hurled into the river. 
The Scotland Yard man caught him 
about the shoulders, however, as he 
lurched against the railing, and pulled 
him back to safety. Twenty minutes 
later, Miss Leneve started up the gang 
plank onto the shelter deck of the liner, 
where she fell in a faint. It was haif 
an hour before she was restored te 
her senses, 


Prisoners Hide Faces. 
Twelve hours after Crippen and Miss 


Leneve were put in their cabins the 
Megantic swung out from this port. The 
Queen’s Own Rifles of Toronto, boun1 
for the September maneuvers at Salis- 
bury Plains, were on the steamer. A

Inspector Dew believed no one knew 
his identity. 

Crippen and his companion were taken 
from the penitentiary so abruptly that 
they had time to do no more than hur.

Crippen resent- 
ed this. 

Miss Leneve was taken aboard first 
On the instructions of Chief McCarthy, 
she hid her face in a handkerchief and 
fairly ran up the gangway. When 
Crippen followed, some time later, he 
went more leisurely, but he, too, had a 
handkerchief over his face. 

As Ethel Leneve reached the upper 
deck of the Megantio she seemed to 
realize what was happening, and with 
a sob she staggered closer to Chief Mo- 
Carthy and fainted in his arms.

Inspector Dew had taken elaborate 
precautions to hide his departure. He 
booked himself as “Silas P. Doyle, 
while Sergt.

The two wardresses from Holloway 
jail, in whose charge Miss Leneve wil] 
be during the voyage, were booked as 
Misses Ogilvie and Mary Byrne, al- 
though their names are Stone and Fos- 
ter. 

Before Dr. Crippen departed he gave 
to Gov. Morin a copy of “Chief d’Or,” 
the novel of Quebec, bearing these 
words on the title page: 

“T trust you will do me the great 
honor of accepting this as a small ex- 
pression of the gratitude I feel for the 
many kindnesses you have shown me 
during my sojourn here in Quebec. H. 
H. Crippen.”

Blind Statesman Requested 
Statement, Explains Atti- 
tude in Indian Charges.

SULPHUR, Ok., Aug. 20.—The select 
committee appointed .by the House of 
Representatives to investigate Indian 
land affairs and so-called McMurray 
contracts, and which also has been in- 
vestigating the Gore bribery charges, 
tonight issued the following statement: 
The committee has heard and 
carefully considered all the testi- 
mony submitted and is, unanimous 
in the opinion that there is and was 
no warrant for any person to use. 
the names of Vice-President Sher- 
man and Senator Charles 8. Curtis 
in connection with any improper 
relation with any Indian contract 

whatever. 

This is the opinion of the committee 
after hearing scores of witnesses who 
appeared following the testimony of 
Senator T. P. Gore. Senator Gore de- 
clared he had been approached by Jake 
I. Hamon and that Hamon, acting in 
the interest of J. F. McMurray, had 
offered him (Senator Gore) $2,000 to 
$50,000 to promoté in Congress the con- 
tracts by which McMurray was to re- 
ceive 10 per cent attorney’s fee on the: 
sale of $30,000,000 worth of Indian lands. 

Senator Gore’s Testimony. 

The Senator testified Hamon had 
mentioned Senator Curtis and Vice- 
President Sherman being “interested” 
in the deal. Hamon, on the stand, 
denied he had said anything about 
the contracts to Gore. 

The committee’s report was signed 
by Representatives Charles H. Burke, 
South Dakota: CC. B. Miller, Min- 
nesota: E. W. Saunders, Virginia; 
J. H. Stephens, Texas, and Phillip P. 
Campbell, Kansas, 

In giving its decision today the 
commitee announced it had received 
from Senator Gore a statement rela- 
tive to Vice-President Sherman and 
Senator Curtis and that the commit- 
tee “commended” Senator Gore’s 
atatement. 

Statement to Commitee. 

This statement from Senator Gore, 
which was read and inserted in the 
official record of the investigation, 
follows: 

“To the Investigating Commit 
tee: xX feel in duty and in honor 
bound to make the following 
statement. It is also dictated by 
considerations of common justice 
toward the parties concerned. 
Neither the name of Vice-Presi- 
dent Sherman nor Senator Curtis 
was mentioned by me on the floor 
of the United States Senate. That 
the name of either of these par- 
ties was alluded to by Mr. Hamon 
was steadfastly withheld from 
the publio until this investigation 
began 

Required to Give Names. 

No public mention of their names 
Was ever made either directly or in- 
directly by me until I was required 
and obliged to do so testifying as a 
witness under oath and detailing the 
conversation which occurred between 
Mr. Hamon and myself. I then 
made formal protest against intro- 
ducing their names, but the commit- 
tee, in the proper pursuit of its 
duties, required me to make a full 
answer without reservation. 

Their names were disclosed, not 
with any view of inculpating them 
nor with any view of suggesting 
guilt,| but merely in order that the 
truth and the whole truth might be 
related with reference to the details 
of the conversation in question. The 
public must realize that the name 
of any man could be used or mis- 
used in the same connection, either 
as an argument or otherwise, and 
no public official can have immuni- 
ty and protection against such an 
injury and tnjustice. 

In my last remaks fn the Senate 
I said that “the tntegrity of no 
man can be tmpeached upon the 
testimony of an tnterested or un- 
trustworthy witness.” That was 
my conviction then. That is my 
conviction now. I am sure that 
in the court of public opinion no 
judgment or verdict has been re- 
turned either against the vice- 
president or Senator Curtis on 
account of the misuse of their 
names in the manner referred to. 

The investigation is now prac- 
tically concluded: Many wit- 
nesses have been examined, a vol- 
ume of evidence has been adduced 
and there ts no testimony tending 
to establish any improper connec- 
tion on the part of either official 
with the approval of the so-called 
McMurray contracts. 

Suggests a Statement. 

While the public have had no 
reason to suspect any such im- 
proper connection, yet I would 
venture to suggest, and if I may 
be pardoned, would request that 
the committée at the earliest 
practicable moment make an au- 
thoritative finding any statement 
to the effect that no evidence has 
been presented tending to estab- 
lish any improper conduct on the 
part of either Vice-President 
Sherman or Senator Curtis re- 
specting the subject of this in- 
vestigation. 

Senator Gore, who has attended all 
the committee's sessions, left today 
for Paxton, Til, to fill a lecture en- 
ragement.

They received the choice of taking 
this pledge or of facing insurgent op- 
position in the primary. All of ths 
statesmen who were served with this 
ultimatum chose the former alternative 
and as a. result will have the nomina- 
tions handed to them on a platter by 
the grateful Republicans of their re- 
spective districts. 

This makes it certain that Speaker 
Cannon will be opposed in his fight for 
the speakership by many of his own col- 
leagues in the Illinois delegation.

Leading Issues Score Rec- 
ords on Movement Before 
Rise Halts. 


LONDON IS UNCERTAIN 





Foreign Bankers Expect Mod- 
erate Money Stringency 
This Fall.

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.~The Evening 
Post in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today says: This week’s extreme- 
ly interesting summary, by the Conti- 
nental and Commercial Bank of Chica- 
g0, of replies to its inquiries as to 
what is the matter with the interior 
money situation, has excited a reflect- 
ed interest in our own investment mar- 

ket. 

Whatever causes scarcity of ready 
capital in the West, may be relied on 
as partial explanation of slack demand 
in the East for high-grade bonds. From 
the hundred or more replies of Western 
institutions the general run of opinion 
seems to be that the heavy investment 
in land at rising prices is the first 
cause for tied up capital; purchase of 
unwonted luxuries (notably motor cars) 
the second, and holding back of produce 
with borrowed money the third. 

Land Ties Up Money. 

In one way or another all three in- 
fluences are in vigorous operation in 
the East and may have contributed to 
the lack of demand for investment se- 
curities. | 

With the actual tie-up of capital in 
land by owners may be reckoned the 
burden on incomes of tenants through 
the. preposterous prices. to which in 
very many directions rents have risen. 
In so far as the automobiles is an 
enemy of thrift, it is probably more 
60 in the East than tn the West. And 
tf Western capital and bank credit was 
engaged some months ago, in holding 
agricultural produce baek for fancy 
prices, cer tainly some allowance must 
be made for the prodigious drain on 
Fastern capital to build up last au- 
tumn’s tower of speculation on the 
Stock Exchange. 

A good many people will reply that if 
average personal expenditure has in- 
creased of late, average income has also 
risen with it. ‘lhe root of the question 
has to do with the margin between the 
two, and that is a problem surrounded 
with much «scurity. 

One thing ig certain beyond peradven- 
ture: while some portions of the social 
order have increased thei- annual in- 
come with such rapidity that even the 
great rise in the cost of living leaves 
them better off than before, other por- 
tions cannot from a year’s re- 
ceipts, what they used to do. 

* Some Are Economizing. 

Of this second class’, some are econo- 
mizing, but find that even economy 
hardly makes~-botli ends meet, where 
there used to be a surplus, while others, 
{mitating richer neighbors, are spending 
what might be a surplus in unwarranted 
luxuries. The automobile is only one 
source of such extravagance, but it Is 
conspicuous enough to merit some of 
the blame tht is heaped upon its shoul- 
ders. 

If one is next to ask how the com- 
munity divides itself as between these 
different results in annual surplus in- 
come it is probably safe to say that men 
in active contro! of large affairs have a 
larger yearly margin than before, even 
with their larger outlay, and that or- 
ganized labor, with its greatly increased 
wage scales, is in a similar condition. 
The trouble comes with the very large 
part of the community which stands 
between the two and which, as it hap- 
pens, is traditional patron of the high- 
grade investment market. 

One is reminded of the old-time ap- 
peal, set forth once as a humorous ef- 
fusion, in behalf of the neglected mid- 
die class. Society gave up its best for 
the very rich, and established philan- 
throptes for the very poor, But no- 
body troubled himseif over people in 
neither the one condition nor the 
other.

GUTTON ACTIVE, 
AUGUST SQUEEZE 
I) PREDIGIED 


Improvement in Crop Re- 
ported Everywhere Except 
in Texas. 





The cotton market during the week 
has been fairly active, the August 


position in particular showing de- 
cided strength and rising $2.50 a bale on 
a squeeze of shorts in the Saturday 
tra “ing. 

The week has brought repeated re- 
ports of substantial improvement in 
the growing crop from all states ex- 
cept Texas. 

The middle south and the Atlantics 
have undoubtedly improved, but from 
what stage and to what stage is 
hard to tell. A fair estimate perhaps 
is to say that with average condi- 
tions from new on the entire cotton 
belt, aside from Texas and Oklahoma, 
should produce about as much cotton 
as last year. 

The material benefit to the Okla- 
homa crop wrought by showers a 
short time ago should warrant a crop 
in that state of 1,000,000 bales or 
thereabouts. 

Texas Needs Rain. 

A large area of the Lone Star State 
is still without moisture. Estimates of 
the Texas yield vary widely and no 
doubt the frost date will have an im- 
portant bearing upon the ultimate pro- 
duction, 

However, placing Texas at 3,500,000 
bales, which is a rough average of the 
numerous estimates, Oklahoma at 1,000,- 
000 bales and the “emainder of the belt 
at the same production as last year, we 
have a total crop of around 12,250,000 
bales, which is certainly all that pres- 
ent conditions indicate. 

High Prices Are Promised, 


We are entering the new season with 


about 1,500,000 bales less in reserve than 
we had upon entering last season; as 
stocks of cotton goods are necessarily 
much smaller as a consequence of ex- 
tensive curtailment of manufacture, 
much greater consumption by spinners 
is inevitable. With the decrease in the 
reserve, @ 12,250,000-bale yield the coming 
season would ultimately present the 
same situation and just as high prices 
as last year, even on the basis of last 
year’s consumption.

Sentiment in locai brokerage and 
financial circles continues to improve, 
and was reflected on the loca) Stock 
Exchange with a range of slightly high- 
er values for the week. 

Investors are quietly absorbing smail 
Icts of the favorite issues and the float. 
ing supply of speculative holdings is di- 
minishing. This usually reflects a 
healthy condition of affairs and speaks 
for improving values in the fall montha. 

The local business situation shows in- 
dications of expansion, and in the 
wholesale district reports indicate that 
fall trade will compare very favorably 
with that of last year, while buyers 
reflect a more confident spirit prevalent 
in the surrounding territory, now that 
the crop outlook assures a favorabi~ 
harvest. 

Money market conditions show no 
important changes for the week. A 
good healthy inquiry prevails for funds 
from both local and outside sources, 
but no signs of a coming stringency 
are manifested. 

President Edwards of the National 
Bank of Commerce speaks hopefully 
of the outlook and contends that the 
money situation in this section is 
good. 

He points out that the banks are tak- 
ing care of thefr customers at current 
rates and are in good shape to 
handle this fall’s crops. 

Numbers of the country banks in 
this vicinity are receiving payments 
in loans made to their home customers, 
indicating that the farmers are in a 
position to meet their payments prompt- 
ly, which might not have been the 
case had his crop been less favorable. 

National Bank of Commerce reflected 
the more cheerful spirit in a rise 
from ‘$213.7%5 to §215. Third National 
Bank was steady at $319.50 to $320.50, 
Commonwealth Trust at $101.75 to $104 
was also a strong feature. 

Traction stocks were steady at $64.2 
for the preferred, $14 for the com- 
mon and $80.25 for the bonds. The 
general list of bids was higher.

There was a good run of horses re- 
ceived at the yards for the week. Buy- 
ers were not so plentiful last week as 
the previous week and prices did not 
rule as high on heavy stuff. So 
Southern horses were offered during 
week and sold at very good prices. In 
between kinds and plug stuff were hard 
arog mule trade with the commission 
men was somewhat more active than 
for some time. Receipts for the week 
were light and more mules could have 
been sold had they been available. Trade 
with the dealers was quiet and draggy 
throughout the week. There was some 
inquiry for cotton feeders during the 
week, though the bulk of the sales con- 
sisted mainly of good miners, pit and 
good big rv rugged mules around 1400 Ibs. 
Prices on these kinds were firm and 
t the week. 
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Efforts to bull wheat during the past 
week on export demands proved abor- 
tive, when the trade found it impossi- 
ble to completely verify the large 
amounts reported for shipment. 

In tne early trading prices were sus- 
tained, Baltimore reporting over 2,000,- 
00 bu taken for French and German 
shipment, Chicago sending 4,000 bu di- 
rect to France and San Francisco ad- 
vising 100,000 taken there. 

Professionals became skpetical of the 
movement very quickly, however, as the 
demands were filled up and no further 
takings of consequence announced. 

A bearish statistical position then 
caused general gelling, and prices re- 
corded severe losses all along the 


line. 
Pit traders express the opinion that 


tional reports of crop damage in France, 
from prominent Chicago operators trav- 
eling there, who were long severa) mil- 
lion bushels of wheat and desirous of 
making a market to unload on. 


With an improvement in ‘French 
weather, a quick shift in ammunition 
was made to the export outlook, where 
some foreign inquiry was manifested, 
and this was played up with sensa- 
tional reports of exports 

It has yet to be demonstrated that 
the export movement is a legitimaie 
and permanent one, and even then prcs- 
ent prices, no doubt, have largely dis- 
counted it. 

Crop Conditions Good. 

Domestic crop conditions reflected 
additional improvement, with rain 
over the corn belt and favorable tem- 
peratures in the spring and winter 
wheat sections. Snow reported the 
threshing returns in Minnesota and 
South Dakota showing results decid- 
edly above expectations, based on the 
recent condition returns. 

The Commissioner of Agriculture of 
North Dakota also reported the hary- 
est practically completed over the 
State and in sections threshing under 
way. With few exceptions the yield 
and quality of wheat is much better 
than expected, while in some locali- 
ties almost a normal crop was se- 
cured. The improvement has been 
such that it would not be surprising 
to see the spring yield total over 
230,000,000 bushels. 

Less pessimistic crop reports were 
received from France, and estimates 
place the necessary import require- 
ments at about 50,000,000 bu, or about 
10,000,000 bu over last year’s carry 
over. 

Canada’s exportable surplus is. es- 
timated at 40,000,000 bu less than last 
year by Broomhall, but the recent 
sensational improvement in the crop 
indicates that these figures are en- 
tirely erroneous, Other foreign coun- 
tries reported generally favorable 
conditions. 

Supplies of wheat are piling up in 
all important markets, and in the do- 
mestic primaries this bearish feature 
is augmented by one of the poorest 
shipping demands xoted in years. 

A year ago millers the world over 
were taking the grain, while now it 
is showing up at once in the public 
stores. 

Chicago Is Congested. 

There is a congestion of supplies 
in Chicago and in the Northwest the 
overrun of cars is noticeable. 

So far the movement shows no pro- 
nounced signs of subsiding, although 
receivers have been predicting les- 
sened receipts for over two weeks. 
The movement is bound to ultimately 
have its effect on prices, unless a fall- 
ing off occurs, as supplies are fast 
becoming so burdensome, that it is 
difficult to maintain cash prices, at 
a favorable equivalent with the un- 
usually high futures. 

Again the continued movement from 
the farms indicates that the country 
banker is still putting his financial 
houge in order, by a less liberal ex- 
tension of credit and adjustment of 
past land loans. 

The European visible supply of 
wheat increased 3,624,000 bu last 
week, against a decrease last year 
of 400,000 bu. The total visible is 
now 66,848,000 bu, against 45,500,000 
bu last year. 

Russian shipments last week total- 
eq 38,876,000 bu, against 2,496,000 bu, 
last year. The Danube 2,952,000 bu, 
against 1,216,000 bu last year. Wheat 
on passage also increased 8,208, 000 bu 
being 35,440,000 bu, against 29,832,- 
G00 bu, last year. 

Official estimates on the world’s 
shipments this week, exclusive of 
North America are 10,000,000 bu. Of- 
ficial estimates have been so out of 
line recently that the shipments will 
Probably run 12,000,00 bu, with Rus- 
sia the big shipper. 

In figuring on the Russian crop, trad- 
ers are not overlooking the fact that 
last year’s yield readhed the enormous 
total of 780,808,000 bu, against 665,000,000 
bu in 1908, only 509,400,000 bu in 187 and 
606,400,000 bu in 1906. The large crop of 
1909 left heavy supplies in first hands, 
which are mainly responsible for Rus- 
sia’s present heavy shipments. 

Corn was weak on the favorable con- 
ditions over the belt, causing general

the country, and many of his proposed 
remedies for “current errors’ doubtless 
will reach a sympathetic vein in gen- 
eral railroad circles and among intelli- 
gent shippers who realize that their own 
prosperity depends in large part upon 
the ability of the transportation com- 
panies to do business at a profit. 

Mr. Stilwell Says starvation of the 
railroads affects merchants in all parts 
of the country, for, if the railroads 
g° into receiver's hands, banks call 
their loans from one end of the land to 
the other and refuse to grant merchan- 
dise accommodation. 

General business then goes to pieces. 
Starvation far invested capital spelis 
Starvation for all business, the author 
points out. He believes it is unfair to 
make the railroads—as he assumes is 
being done—turn over the business to 
State or Federal commissions. He sug- 
gests that states give to railroads 15- 
year traffic contracts setting forth ex- 
actly what traffic charges may be 
made, as is done in Mexico, so that 
capital will know what may be relied 
upon as to earnings on each classifica- 
tion of freight and passenger earnings. 

Should Be Shot Down. 

The railroad builder scores Wall street 
and the bear raiders. These he likens 
to wolves, rather than bears, and 
strongly intimates that many of them 
should be shot, as were the horse thieves 
and road agents of the West. He likens 
them to pirates, who have no place in 
the business of the country, and to 
their bear raids he ascribes much of 
the timidity that exists abroad in re- 
gard to investing in American securities. 

The author, in his opening chapter, 
which he terms a protest, says: 

“Out of love for my own country has 
grown a great desire to see it come into 
its own. The calamitous evil in the 
United States of attempting to gain 
money by tricky methods is so apparent 
abroad that everyone should realize it 
at home. An awful example was the 
exposure of the false scales of the Sugar 
Trust. 

“Foreign investors during the last 
four months have withdrawn from 
contemplated purchases $130,000,- 
000 of our railroad bonds. The money 
was greatly needed for proper 
development and improvement of 
our railway facilities. These 
millions would have come to 
America were it not for the poison- 
ous streak of bitter radicalism which 
yet lingers itn the United States re- 
garding railroads, and the sintul war- 
fare waged by bear raiders, harming 
all American property. 

Great Enterovrise Wrecked. 

“Notwithstanding these conditions 
are apparent, there seems to be such 
apathy regarding them that I have 
been prompted to write this protest. 
We have seen_speculators, by ‘bear’ 
attacks, time after time, accumulate 
questionable fortunes. We have seen 
men, after years of effort upbuilding 
great enterprises, wrecked by a hand- 
ful of skilled manipulators and politi- 
clans. 

‘“T am appalied by the popular indif- 
ference to such methods and fear a pro- 
test is uséless. I recall that years ago 
out West we hung people for stealing 
horses and succeeded in cleaning up the 
country of its boldest outlaws. These 
ruen, however, only occasionally held up 
a train, robbed a bank here and there, 
and incjdentally burned a few houses. 

“The crimes against which this pro- 
test is made are committed with tmpuni- 
ty every day, and our nation is under a 
greater obligation to wipe them out 
than it was to kill outlawry in the West. 
We have done away with the great 
evil of railroad rebating, and some 
day may hope to see stock market raid- 
ing and ‘kindred crimes prohibited by 
law. We may then realize that for the 
nation, as well as for the individual, 
honesty a8 a policy is best. 

“The day will come when we ‘in 
general will comprehend that a man 
true American who 
makes bis millions by destroying 
financial confidence. The day will 
come when to enter political life 
will be an honor, as it is in England, 
and not a joke, as is often the case 
here. i 

“But why should foreign money come 
here, if, each year, our leading finan- 
ciers and politicians attempt to create 
losses in the market value of the very 
securities which they sold the year be- 
fore, gilded with glowing promises? 
Were they deceiving investors then or 
now ?”’

Of these 8,000,000, or a ‘little more than one-fourth, were British, and 
more than 4,000,000:of them came from Ireland. Thus the Irish contrib- 
uted one-eighth of the blood that has gone to make the American of today. 

Germany sent 5,000,000 immigranfs, so that the average American ‘has 
one-sixth German blood in his composition. . Russia contributes one- 
twelfth of the blood percentage through 2,500,000 immigrants. Italy has 
contributed 3,000,000 people, or one-tenth dilution of the blood; and 
Austria-Hungary has made a similar donation. The last three have shown 
very little in the individual average America, but play their part in its 
composite. . 

Scandinavi has contributed 2,000,000 sturdy, blond giants and can 
lay claim to one-fifteenth of the blood of America. The contribution of 
France has been but. 600,000 in the ninety years but her settlements 
previous to that time has brought her blood percentage up to one . 

The remaining one-fourth of the. American blood is made up of the 
peoples of all the rest of the world, including chiefly Netherlands, Switz 
erand, and the recent influx from Southern Europe. 

Up to the middle of the last century immigration to this country from 
Europe was only a trickling stream. There were small numbers of 
German, British and French: Scandinavians barely showed. South 
Europe was not heard from. 


In 1852 Great Britain of. a sudden poured 270,000 people into the 
United States. Gold had been found in California and there was a rush 
of adventurous people. Two years later Germany sent over 215,000 in a 
single year. But Great Britain never again reached this high point, al- 
though intermittnatly great numbers have come over. In 1888 she sent 
over 153,000, since which the numbers have steadily decreased. 

Germans, however, came in great numbers, reaching the climax In 
1883, since which time their numbers have steadily declined. In 1882 
Scandinavia sent over 100,000, but her contributions have been growing 
less gradually. 

It was not until well into the 90s that Italy was heard from as a 
source of supply for immigrants. Since that time she has made a steady 
growth in the output. Each year for the past, ten years she has sent 
25,000 to 50,000 more with each recurring n. In 1907 she reached 


the stupendous figure of 285,000 in a single year, breaking the former.

[EUTENANT HOFRICHTER, the Austrian 
officer convicted of poisoning his superior 


officers in the attempt to win promotion, 
has heen sentenced to be strangled. 


Austria is the only country which employs this 


particular method of execution, but Spain’s gar- 
rote is very similar. The original method of gar- 
roting was, in‘ fact, nothing but strangling. The 
criminal was seated on a chair fixed to a post, a 
loop of rope was placed encircling his neck and 
the post, and by means of a,stick or cudgel 
(Spanish “garrote”) inserted between the post 
and the condemned man’s neck, the cord was 
tightened until strangulation ensued. 

The modern garrote consists of a brass collar 
containing a § sharp- 
pointed -screw. The 
executioner turns the 
screw, and its 
penetrates the 
marrow, causing 
stant death. 

Every civilized coun- 
try does its best nowa- 
days to make the dread- 
ful task of execution 
as rapid and painless 
as possible. Hanging 
as at present perform- 
ed is a very different 
matter from what it 
used to be in England.

Mrs. Hoxie of Chicago believed, they were worth 
the money originally, and promised to pay it, but 
before all the work was delivered she investi- 
gated and found an expert who said the illumi- 
nated stuff was worth a dime a page. 

Naturally, quite a number of people in Chi- 
cago were astonished to find that anybody would 
pay $86,000 for a shelf full of books to put in 
the parlor just to show off to company, but Mrs. 
Hoxie has means enough to pay that and more 
for any books to which she might take a fancy. 

But she balked at paying when the quality of 


the art work on the .ooks and tablets appeared 
questionable to her. Therefore, there was litiga- 
tion, for nobody, since the days when long-haired 
men clad in skins first chiseled pictures on the 
stone walls of caves, has agreed about just what 
art is. 

The resulting controversy revealed to the pub- 
lic the inside facts concerning the big transac- 
tion, the figures of which sound more like the 
purchase of a skyscraper or a gold mine than a 
set of Dickens, which may be had for $15 or $20 
in most any book store. 

Mrs. Hoxie is the widow of John R. Hoxie, 
who was a.banker and several other kinds of a 
business man and wio made money in every, kind 
of business he undertook. She still lives in the 
Hoxie home, a stately mansion at 4440 Michigan 
boulevard. 

Mrs. Hoxie is a very cultured Woman. It was 
her desire to spend some of her late husband's 
fortune in embellishing the home they had been 
happy in together. So she bought books like 
Mr. Morgan buys and Mr. Yerkes did buy pic- 
tures and sculpture. 

Of course, the reading matter in these expen- 
sive sets of Dickens in no way differs from that 
in the paper-backed volumes of “Dombey and 
Son” or other novels by Dickens you buy from 
newsboys on the train, but it certainly makes 
the front parlor look “swell” to have a few 
hundred thousand dollars’ worth of de luxe read- 
ing matter on display in the sectional book- 
cases. Among persons who have arrived at a 
certain degree of culture this brings the same 
sense of pleasure that the ordinary woman de- 
rives from wearing the smartest hat at church 
Easter Sunday. \ 

Anyway, when Georgé D. Sproul of New York 
told Mrs. Hoxie that he could offer a set of Dick- 
ens with illuminations by Turner, the famous En- 
glish painter, at a great bargain—a mere baga- 
telle of $86,000—Mrs. Hoxie signed up a contract 
with alacrity. 

There were to be 130 volumes in the edition 
Mrs. Hoxie agreed to purchase. Eight of them 
were delivered—six of Pickwick Papers, which 
completed that work, and two of David Copper- 
field, which did not complete that work. 

The eight volumes had elaborate illuminat.ons 
on every page. There is no question about the 
illumination.

Leoni had 
valued them at

purses of rich 
Americans. But 
Mr. Sproul was 
in a position to 
offer them at less 
than half that 
figure.

A careful inspection of the eight volumes of 
Dickens by Mrs. Hoxie herself and experts to 
whom she exhibited the books caused her to be- 
come dissatisfied with the art work therein, and 
she began to wonder if the 13 illuminated tablets 
were really the marvelous works of art she had 


-been led to believe. 


She wrote to the University Press and as‘ed 
that the tablets be sent on to Chicago. She had 
paid $55,000 by that time, mind you, and felt that 
she was entitled to a peep at the articles for 
which this big sum of money had been laid down. 

The University Press, however, replied that 
the tablets were not to be delivered until the 
$86,000 had been paid in full and that $31,000 still 
was due. Therefore, the tablets would not be 
sent to Chicago. 

Mrs. Hoxie consulted an attorney. He advised 
her to file a suit to compel the holders of the 
tablets to ship them to the city by the lake. The 
suit, accordingly, was filed in New York about a 
year ago, the tablets being in the hands of a New 
York safety deposit ‘company at that time. Mrs. 
Hoxie won the suit and the tablets were directed 
to be sent to Chicago

HIS town is unique among the 
metropoli of the country in 
that it has little or no night 
life. It speaks well for the 
staid character of its people, 
but if speech is golden, as we 
are led to believe, badly for 
the theaters, cafes and other 
places of after-sunset amuse- 
ment downtown. 

This is one of the reasons 
for the success of the moving picture shows, say 
the theatrical people, and not because the canned 
drama has “anything on” the regular stage. It 
is also a reason why the projectors of the Prin- 
cess and the Colonial theaters believe that taking 
their show houses to the West End is a shrewd 
business move, and likely to mitigate the loss of 
patronage. 

Dan Fishell is the pioneer of the movement of 
the theaters to the West End, and he predicts 
that within five years there will be three other 
show houses on Grand avenue. but he is su- 
premely confident of the future of the regular 
theater, the heavy drama, the tragedy, the prob- 
lem play, the musical comedy and vaudeville 
when pitted against the pictures. Mr. Fishell is 
manager of the Princess Theater. 

“Of course, the moving picture shows have 
hurt the regular theaters,” said he in discussing 
the building of three new theaters in St. Louis 
this season, in spite of the depleted business in 
the theaters during the past two seasons. 

“Theatrical men know 
that the stage does not begin 
to feel the effects of a finan- 
cial depression until three 
years afterward. I don’t 
know why that is so, but it 
is. That is the reason why 
the show houses did not re- 
turn greater profits last year. 
Also the picture shows rob- 
bed the theaters of their 
gallery patronage to a great 
extent, and that always hurts. 

“But in St. Louis the real 
reason why the ters did 
not get all the business they 
would have liked is that this 
is not a ‘downtown’ city. By 
that I mean that in St. Louis 
we live far from the business 
district, 

“Here we have no cafe life 
as they have in New York, 
hence there is no necessity 
for having the theaters down- 
‘town.

The Colonial, on Delmar, will be a stock com- 
pany house, producing high-class drama and 
comedy. It cost about $200,000, which includes 
the equipment for a first-class theater, and is 
very pretty and comfortable, and can seat 1300 
persons. It will supply to the people of the 
West End a house in which they can see théir 
favorite plays acceptably produced by a staff of 
actors who will become their familiars, and at a 
lower price than the downtown theaters charge, 
and it is close to the homes of its customers. 

The Princess will open with William Morris 
vaudeville| Sept. 12, under the management of 
Dan Fishell, who brought the Garrick to a high 
state of popularity, and for several years was the 
prize-winning manager for the Shuberts in St. 
Louis. 

The Princess, situated in the center of things 
at Olive and Grand, is one of the prettiest and 
most tasteful theaters in the country, and was 
built by St. Louis capital at a cost of about 
$300,000. Among its owners are William Stix, 
Elias Michaels, David Eisen, Leon Schwab, Louis 
Renard, Lindell Gordon and John H. Farrish.

fly a kite. Fifteen years afterward he was 
hurled 30 feet from a racing automobile that 
crashed into a fence. Only two weeks ago he 
had a fall of nearly fifty feet with his aero- 
plane when the engine suddenly refused to 
work. But these exciting accidents—exciting 
because they did not result seriously—and his 
fast rides in racing automobiles for the Van- 
derbilt Lup and other trophies were not 
among his most thrilling experiences. 
Driving a racing car at express train speed 
isn’t the least bit thrilling, he declares. Driv- 
ing an aeroplane tn a whirlwind, however, ts 
the most thrilling éxpertence anyone can 
have. Seymour ought to know, for the other 
day at Mineola, L. I., he drove his Curtiss 
biplane into a whirlwind and it was only by 
the barest chance that he escaped with his 


lifé. 

For nearly two minutes he was at the ab- 
solute mercy of the windspout, and, although 
he was not sailing at a great height, the sen- 
sation of being-absolutely helpless with the 
aeroplane being swung about like a feather 
was one he will never forget. 





T was the most thrilling expe- 
rience I ever had—and I have 
had more than are allotted 
to most men in this world,” 
said Seymour at Mineola the 
other day. “I was flying 
along at a comparatively low 
elevation, with my engine 
working perfectly and every- 
thing running smoothly, when

was something I had never reckoned on, and 
even if I had it would have not done me any 
good. 

“The instant I struck the whirlwind the ma- 
chine spun around as though it had been on a 
pivot. I don’t know how many times I went 
around, but I looked down and saw bits of paper 
swirling. From that I knew I was in a wind- 
spout. My engine, was powerless to drive the 
machine ahead and I thought every moment I 
should be dashed to the ground. I don’t think 
my whole life flashed before my mind's eye, as 
it is supposed to do when one is close to death. 
I had my wits about me. Not for a second did 
I lose my presence of mind, and if there was 
anything that I could have done to get out of 
my predicament I should have dcue it. 

“That’s the terrible part about driving an aero- 
plane. You are at the mercy of the currents of 
air. With an automobile, no maiter what speed 
you are making, if you keep you. head you can 
get out of any difficulty. The machine will re- 
spond to your will. With an aeroplane you never 
know whether it will respond or not. Usually it 
does, but there are so many other elements that 
enter into the problem that you cannot depend 
upon it. I could read a newspaper while driving 
an automobile in a race, but if I turned my mind 
to anything else while flying I should be hurled 
to the ground in no time. 

“There is no doubt about it, flying is the most 
exciting sport in the world, and running into a 
whirlwind is the most exciting experience that 
can come to a bird-man. : 

“But to go on with my adventure. I was 
whirled around and around till everyone on the 
field said ‘Seymour’s a goner!’ I felt absolutely 
certain that I should be smashed, but I deter- 
mined to fight as long as I could, and I did my 
best to drive the machine out of the dangerous 
currents. It seemed Hke many hours, those two 
terrible minutes in that maelstrom. 

“Finally, when I had just about given up hope 
of extricating myself, the machine got free from 
the windspout. It shook itself like a bird, right- 
ed, and I had it under control. I could have con- 
tinued the flight, but I made a dip to the ground 
as quickly as it was possible for me to make it. 
When I jumped out of the seat my entire body 
was covered with perspiration and my clothing 
was wringing wet. Compared. with those two 
minutes in the whirlwind, driving the fastest au- 
tomobile in a Vanderbilt Cup race is like com- 
paring a cat and seven kittens asleep under a 
stove with a Bacchanalian orgy. 

“Two days later I had another experience 
above the ‘graveyard.’ I was trying out my ma- 
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chine, which I had equipped with a four-cylinder, 
two-cycle, 60-horsepower motor, when in making 
a turn the low-flying left tip of the lower plane 
hit the ground. 

“Instantly the biplane stood up on its left end 
and then slowly toppled over. I made desperate 
efforts to right it, but I could not get it to re- 
spond. The force of the collision with the earth 
was sufficient to run the machine so that the 
front control was headed in the direction oppo- 
site to that which it had been when the bump 
came. I was thrown about 15 feet from the buck- 
ing machine. Before I could get to it the pro- 
peller had pounded itself to pieces and the ma- 
chine lay still. It took three days to get the 
machine in shape again. This illustrates what I 
have said about driving an aeroplane. You can 
never tel] whether or not it will respond to your 
control. But, of course, that’s what makes it so 
fascinating, and I suppose if it was ‘dead easy’ I 
wouldn’t be fiying—I should still be driving 
racing cars. 

“Tl’ve had two or three fairly exciting experi- 
ences in trying to make landings—one at Provi- 
denee on July~2. Something went wrong just 
before I neared the ground and I was thrown 
out. My clothes were nearly ripped off and I 
was DBruised a bit. However, I’ve been pretty 
lucky since I took to the flying game. The ad- 
venture in the windspout was the only really ex- 
citing experience, and that lasted only two min- 
utes. But those two minutes were the longest 
minutes in my life.” 

While the advance of the construction of heav- 
ier-than-air machines has been so rapid and in 
the main so satisfactory that almost daily flights 
are now being made in many parts of the coun- 
try, there is scarcely a flight that is made that 
is without its thrill. No more expert driver of 
an aeroplane lives today than Glenn H. Curtiss, 
winner of the New York World’s $10,900 prize for 
the flight from Albany to New York, yet Mr. 
Curtiss on that very flight experienced a thrill 
the memory of which will remain with him for 
years to come. 

All that a man could do to foresee the unex- 
pected, Mr. Curtiss had done. And his careful 
preparations had been repaid by a most success- 
ful flight for mile after mile. But Mr. Curtiss 
had his thrill and if there is a gray hair in his 
head he can trace it directly to that experience,

His engine was working perfectly 
and every lever was doing that which was ex- 
pected of it. And then came the thrill, 

Without warning the engine stopped. The pro- 
peller ceased to revolve and where a moment be- 
fore he had been serenely circling the aviation 
field, Mr. Harmon suddenly found himself on the 

round. Fortunately, he had not been flying at 
a great height and his fall was followed by no 
serious consequences. 

The experience of J. ©. Mars, the young* West- 
ern aviator, however, furnished a thrill, not only 
for himself, but for thousands who were watch- 
ing his flight. At the aviation field_near Topeka, 
Kan., Mr. Mars had daily been delighting and at 
the same time startling thousands with his skill- 
ful maneuvers in the air. An-accident seemed 
impossible. But it wasn’t. 

A railroad track crossed one corner of the field. 
Mr. Mars had made the circuit of the grounds 
scores of times when a railroad train suddenly 
approached. The airship was flying less than 25 
feet above the earth, but enough, apparently, to 
pass safely ‘over the train. And it would have 
done so without accident had it not been for 
one thing. The tremendous suction of air in the 
wake of the train upset the equilibrium of the 
aeroplane. Before the aviator could escape from 
out the whirling, swirling eddies, one plane had 
been twisted out of position and the aircraft 
plunged straight down. The crowds rushed for- 
ward, their hearts all but stilled, but Mr. Mars 
mandged to crawl from beneath the wreckage of 
his machine before they reached him, little the 
worse for his experience.

said Michael Angelo. ‘Call me 
Mike, and make yourself thor- 
oughly at home. Now, what was 
it you wanted to know?” 

I told him over again. 

“Art,” eald the great sculptor- 
painter-poet-architect - decorator, 
“is a hard thing to define. One 
man’s art is another man’s poison. Some think 
art has advanced because lately people have been 
breaking away from the hand-painted plaque, the 
burnt wood portrait and the red calfskin with a 
J Fenimore Cooper Indian’s portrait stamped 
on in 19 separate and distinct colors. But I no- 
tice that the Orienta] cozy corner which is so 
called because nobody, whether Uriental or oth- 
erwise, could be cozy in it, unless he were dead 
first, may etill be found in the homes of the 
refined and the cultured. 

“Some think art has gone back since the days 
of the ancients and point to the sculpture of 
early Greece and Rome. But they’ve only seen 
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the classic statuary of the temple and the forum. 
They have no way of knowing what kind of pil- 
low shams Mrs. Henrietta Zantippe embroidered 
for the company bed. And for all they know to 
the contrary, the late J, Caesar’s wife, the lady 
who was above suspicion in other respects, may 
have been guilty of winter bouquets for thé par- 
wr mantel and throws for the backs of the par- 
lor chairs. The popular conception of art is 
ng; one generation calis it art and the next 
one calls it junk, both being frequently correct. 
So it goes, and who would stop it?” 

“But the Old Masters,” I ventured to protest, 
“your works and the works of your contempo- 
raries—they survive eternally.” 

“Not eternally,” said Michael Angelo, “only as 
long as we're highly expensive. I shudder to 
think what would happen to us Old Masters if a 
J. Pierp. or a Willie K. Jr. shouid start in col- 
lecting the works of your highest paid and most 
famous modern artists, such as those who do the 
comic supplement series and those who design 
the covers for the 15-cent magazines. 

“We'd go to the trash pile soon enough, all of 
us-—the German Old" Masters who painted all 
German angels, and the Flemish artists who 
painted all Flemish angels, and the Italians who 
always made full-blooded Italians of their saints 
and martyrs.

“Jim” Fike, as he is known throughout Western Kansas, owns a part of this land and rents some of 
the other. He watches over every detail ‘and every part of the work of this big farm and sees that 
everything is done in the best manner possible. He visits the fields three or four times a day in the 
busy season to see that everything is in good working order and when anything goes wrong he can be easily reached 
by rural telephones ccynecting all his property. 

One day last week on this wheat farm headers were cutting the grain and it was being stacked for the threshers, the 
threshers were at work preparing the grain for the markets and steam plows were preparing the same ground for 
the next year’s crop. Not all of the thirteen thousand acres is in one single field. The fields vary in size from two 
hundred for the smallest to thirty-seven hundred acres for the largest. The largest field is located nine miles west of Colby and it was on this farm 
that the three distinct proc*sses of wheat cultivation and harvesting were going on during the same day. From July 11 to the first of August

The wheat is allowed to remain in the stacks a week before the threshing crew begins its labors. Only one crew does the threshing, | 
as Mr. Fike has found that while it takes longer, he saves by using only the one machine he owns. Hired crews are careless and waste 
much good grain. .This crew of eight men will thresh from eighteen hundred to two thousand bushels of wheat every day. 

It requires six or seven men to man the headers, the driver of the machine, two men for each barge and two at the stack. There 
are always two and sometimes-.three barges for each header. By the middle of July the harvest was on in earnest. July 11 every header 
that could be manned was put into the field. On July 12 there were 37 headers at work on this one farm and before the season ended there 
were 45 of these machines at work. This required about 175 people, including the cooks for the harvesters and the threshing crews and the 
plow gangs and a total of more that three hundred horses, five stéam plows and one gasoline engine plow.

This gasoline engine pulls three 
gangs of discs and cuts a fur- 
row twelve feet wide at a cost 
of $10 per day. Each of the 
steam outfits costs $3800 and the 
gasoline engine that takes the 
place of thirty horses cost $1100.

_ etal 4s _ : These team discs do not plow so 
deep as the steam machines, the 
ground being pulverized on the sur- 
face, rather than being plowed as the 
term is ussed. 

All the plowing must be completed 
by August 20, although the actual 
harvest will not end until almost August 
1. On that date the drills will begin 
work seeding the fields for the next 
year’s crop. About thirty team drills 
will be used. The work will go through 
the last of August and through most of 
September. The ground not seeded by 
October 1 will not be sown until November, 
as October is not a good month to start 
the wheat growing. 

The threshing crew will be busy through 
September and it will stop during October 





ao 


on account of snows stopping the work in 
November. 

The profits from this one crop of wheat will 
exceed $30,000. The exact amount cannot be 
told until all the wheat is threshed and sold.’ 
The wheat is taken direct from the thresher 
to the ‘cars-and shipped at once. Mr. Fike 
has figured the cost of plowing, seeding, 
the cost of the seed, the harvesting, thresh- 
ing and the interest on the money invested 
and the rent of some of the land will take 
the first fiye and onehalf bushels of this 
year’s crop. All that the soil produces above 
that amount is profit and as the. wheat is 
turning out about nine bushels per acre 28 
an average over the entire 13,000 acres the 
profits amount to three and one-half bushels 
per acre at almost ninety cents per bushel 
delivered to the cars near the Fike farms.
